Enclosed is a set of notes collectively entitled 
"Problem Issues on the International Scene" which was pre 
pared for the President. The package was put together by 
the NIOs who, because of the pressure of time, were not 
able to check their comments with their colleagues around 
the Community -- a fact flagged for this package s recip- 
ients. The DCI gave the President ' s _ copy to Dr. Kissinger 
prior to the National Security Council meeting on 
10 August. At the same time, he gave Dr. Kissinger a copy 
for the latter's own attention and a eppy to Secretary 
Schlesinger . I have sent a copy to General Brown andam 
hereby sending this copy to you so that you may have it 
in your own pSssession P should the Chairman or the Secretary 
happen to mention it to you. 

The treatment -- i.e., distribution --of this i ather 
broad-brush survey is complicated by two factors : the 
reader for whom it was written and a problem of sensitivity. 
Though most of it is fairly^general, two pages happen to 
be very sensitive indeed. feoth of these are in the section 
on Strategic Programs. One is the page entitled Compliance 
with SALT Agreements" which, as you will recognize, sketches 
certain information that is being very closely held. The 
other is the lower part of the first page of the two-page 
note entitled "Proliferation of Nuclear Weapons. 

Because of the complications created by the above 
factors, we are holding the distribution of this total 
package very tightly. Bill and I thought it essential, how- 
ever that you have one since (as indicated above) one h f s 
been given to the Secretary and the Chairman. Wedo not 
plan to send- a copy to any other USIB members, primarily 
because we are reluctant to have any copies of those two 
pages in circulation.
